MISSISSIPPI RIVER 
PASSES FLOOD 
STAGE OF 30 FEET 


Serious Flood Conditions 
Not Expected Despite 
Rains in Missouri and 
Illinois.

Louis passed flood stage of 30 
feet at 5:30 a.m, today and con- 
tinued to rise.

Rain which started falling early 
last night totaled .74 of an inch 
at noon today, but the forecast 
here and in surrounding areas 
was for clearing skies this eve- 
ning and tomorrow.

The House Ways and Means 
Committee voted 18 to 5 today to 
accept the Senate bill. 3 

An attempt to send the bill to 
the White House immediately 
was blocked by Democrats who 
refused to join in unanimous con- 
sent, necessary under House 
rules, for consideration of the 
measure today. 

The House Rules Committee 
cleared the way for a House vote 
tomorrow by approving proce- 
dure for action then. 
ure for action then. The vote will 
be taken after an hour's debate. 

“Better Draft Dollars.” 

Democrats belabored the bill in 
floor speeches. Representative 
Monroney of Oklahoma shouted: 
“At this moment, when democracy 
is in great peril, we are asked to 
reduce taxes. Before the year is 
out Congress will draft the sons 
of the mothers of this country. 
We had better draft the dollars 
now and keep taxes where they 
are.“ 

Noting the 78-to-11 margin 
chalked up in the Senate, Martin 
declared: “The tax cut is cer- 
tain. The veto will be over- 
ridden,” 

Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
of the Senate’s G.O.P. policy com- 
mittee, was less positive, how- 
ever, 

Nearly everyone on Capitol hill 
expects Truman to veto the bill. 
Taft told a reporter he thinks 
the President first will send Con- 
gress a message urging an addi- 
tional outlay of between two bil- 
lion and three billion dollars for 
military , preparedness as part of 
this country’s new stop-Russia 
policy. 

“I don’t know what effect that 
will have,” Taft said.

said he sees “no chance” that a 
one-third-plus-one vote can be 
mustered in the Senate to uphold 
a veto. 

Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, author of the original 
tax-cutting bill, announced he was 
ready to accept the Senate revi- 
sions, They trimmed the amount 
of the tax reduction from $6,500,- 
000,000, as approved by the House, 
by four billion dollars. 

House acceptance of the Senate 
figure will speed the measure to 
Truman.

The Senate's 78-to-11 vote late 
yesterday was 18 more than the 
two-thirds majority needed to 
override a veto if the line-up re- 
mains the same.

ACTIVITY IN JAPAN 


Far Eastern Commission 
Orders Step Taken to 
Prevent Revival of 
Army and Navy. 
WASHINGTON, March 23 (UP) 


—The ll-nation Far Kastern Com- 
mission has unanimously approved 


ja plan to prohibit future military 


activity of ail kinds by Japan, it 
was announced today. 

The commission said that arms, 
ammunition and implements of 
war will be prohibited in Japan, 


except for small arms for the po- 
lice and full registered “hunting 
weapons.” It said the important 
policy decision was approved Feb. 
12. 


A directive based on the deci- 
sion has been forwarded to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, Supreme Al- 
lied Commander, for implementa- 


tion. 
Russia Abstains. 

A commission spokesman said 
the 11 nations considered the pol- 
icy decision was unanimously 
agreed to, although Russia ab- 
stained from voting on technicali- 
ties. He explained that Russia 
could have exercised a veto if it 
had disapproved. The new policy 
decision implements a June 19, 
1947, commission declaration that 
Japanese disarmament and de- 
militarization should be given 
priority over other military occu- 
pation activities. 

Under the new policy, all mili- 
tary and somi-military organiza- 
tions “which were used for mak- 
ing propaganda and for ultra- 
nationalism” in Japan would be 
prohibited. Measures also would 
be taken to prevent revival of the 
Japanese army, navy, gendarm- 
erie, secret police and their admin- 
istrative organs. 

The policy also would bar: 

1. Manufacture of aircraft of 
all kinds. 

2. Construction of naval com- 
bat or auxiliary vessels, conver- 
sion of any commercial vessel 


to military purposes, and recon- 


struction of cargo ships for pos- 
sible military use. 

Personnel Records Taken Over. 

It also provides that all records 
of personnel demobilized by the 
Japanese army, navy, air forces, 
gendarmerie and secret police be 
confiscated and turned over to 
MacArthur for destruction. No 
further records of this nature 
would be compiled or maintained 
by the Japanese. 

It would prevent re-establish- 
ment of the Japanese War and 
Navy Ministeries, the Imperial 
High Command, the Supreme Mil- 
itary Council and all other mili- 
tary groups including military 
academies, schools, military sci- 
entific-research institutions, labor- 
atories and the officers’ corps. 

It also would forbid military 
training in schools. Former Jap- 
anese military personnel would 
not be used as instructors in edu- 
cational institutions, nor would 
they be nominated or employed in 
Government service. The only ex- 
ceptions. to this ruling would be 
for MacArthur to rule that Jap- 
anese had been opponents of “ex- 
pansionism and totalitarianism.”

PRAGUE, March 23 (AP) — 
Communist Interior Minister Vac- 
lav Nosek said yesterday a large 
number of persons would be 
barred from voting in the forth- 


coming parliamentary elections. 

He said the ballot would be 
denied to those who collaborated 
with the Germans during the days 
of the Czech protectorate and 
those who since the liberation are 
“working against the people and 
democracy,” (The Communist 
states refer to Communism as the 
only form of democracy.) 

Nosek added that the groups 
which now are purging the nation 
of political enemies will take part 
in drawing up voting lists. He did 
not say what specific duties these 
groups would have. No date has 
been set for the election. 

Two Priests Arrested. 

The Prague radio said last night 
that two Catholic priests, both 
members of the Government prior 
to the Communist rise to power, 
were arrested while trying to flee 
the country. 

They were identified as Msgr. 
Jan Sramek, former Vice Premier 
of the coalition government and 
Premier of the London Czech 
Government-in-exile, and Msgr. 
Frantisek Hala, who was Minis- 
ter of Posts and Communications 
in the coalition cabinet, They be- 
longed to the People’s (Catholic) 
party, , 

The broadcast said they were 
arrested at an airport in western 
Bohemia, while “an unidentified 
foreign plane” circled overhead, 
The plane did not land but dis- 
appeared in the direction of the 
frontier after the pilot apparently 
had. become suspicious the radio 
said.

The broadcast reported large 
sums of money, both Czech and

FREE ELECTIONS IN JULY 


‘People’s Will to Be Deciding Factor — He 


Foresees No 


New War in 


Near Future.

HELSINKI, March 23 (AP)— 
Next July’s parliamentary elec- 
tions in Finland will be free and 
the will of the people will be the 
deciding factor, President Juho K, 
Paasikivi asserted yesterday. He 
said he thought there would be no 
new war in the near future. 

For the first time in recent 
critical weeks, during preliminary 
discussions on the proposed Rus- 
sian-Finnish friendship pact, the 
7&year-old Paasikivi granted an 
interview to four American re- 
porters. ’ 


The “old man in the palace“ 
a term Finns use affectionately— 
talked with optimism about the 
future, He seemed relaxed, now 
that weeks of conferences with 
his aids over the Russian pro- 
posal have ended, and the Finnish 
delegation 
group, headed by Foreign Minister 
C. J. A. Enckell, got there yes- 
terday. 

A Moscow dispatch said the 
Finns were received late yester- 
day by V. M. Molotov, Soviet For- 
eign Minister. There was no in- 
dication of the subject of their 
talk with Molotov, 

Views on Elections and War. 

Of the July elections, Paasikivi 
had this fo say: 

“We will have elections in the 
legal fashion and there will be 
no question of postponing them. 
We are living in a country under 
legal order and according to our 
constitution, The elections will be 
totally free and the will of the 
people will be the deciding factor.” 

Of rumors about war, he com- 
mented: 

“Perhaps I am a little naive, but 
I do not think there will be any 
war in the near future. Such wars 
cannot .be started four or five 
years after this last great war. 
Cold war, perhaps, will last. But 
peoples are not so likely to be in- 
duced to begin a new war.” 

He said he thought the United 
Nations had had a bad begin- 
ning,” but expressed hope it would 
have some effect for peace in the 
near future. He voiced the belief 
mankind might soon enter an 
epoch of peace, 

Finns Have Faith in Him. 

His faith in his country has 
been steadfast since the days 
when he helped build the hardy 
little Republic after World War 
I, Today he is the dominating fac- 
tor in Finnish politics, although 
he began as a radical, shifting 
through the years until he at one 
time led the conservatives. Now 
he is regarded as being above 
party politics; 

The Finns think their bulky, 
crop-haired president can face up 
to the Russians, And they are 
certain he will keep the Finnish 
end of the treaty negotiations 
firmly in his control, They know 
Paasikivi commands the respect 
of the Russians. He is also helped 


in dealing with them because he 


speaks their language.

A spokesman for Southwestern 
Bell said it was estimated earn- 
ings for the first quarter of this 
year would approximately equal 
the quarterly dividend. Funds 
available for dividends hereafter 
will depend, among other things, 
on the requirements for fixed in- 
terest charges, There is pending 
an arrangement to issue $100,000,- 
000 in Southwestern Bell deben- 
tures, expected to carry interest 
at 3 per cent or possibly a higher 
rate, 

If earnings available for divi- 
dends were to continue this year 
at the estimated rate for the first 
quarter, they would be somewhat 
in excess of last year’s net income, 
which was $12,789,654. Last year’s 
net income was slightly larger 
than the sum paid out in divi- 
dends, although the earnings per 
share, on the usual basis of aver- 
age number of shares outstand- 
ing, were $5.43, compared with an 
average dividend of $5.40. In 
1946 earnings per share were 
$10.89. 

If Southwestern Bell should 
continue the $1.25 quarterly divi- 
dend rate for the rest of this 
year, the rate for all of 1948 then 
would amount to $5 a share, com- 
pared with $5.75, the aggregate de- 
clared last year, and $9 paid in 
nine prior years.

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EXPORTS TO REDS 


Only Goods Now Allowed 
to Go Through Are 
Those That Were on 
Way to Port March 1. 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (UP) 
A Senate investigating subcommit- 
tee announced today it would 
start immediately an investigation 
into the Administration’s export 
license policy, particularly on ship- 
ments to Russia. 

Chairman Homer Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, said the sub- 
committee had decided to exam- 
ine the Department of Commerce 
procedures and policies. 

“Particular attention will be 
given to shipments from the 

nited States to the U.. g. R.,“ For- 
guson said. “Information will be 
sought concerning the volume and 
nature of recent, current and re- 
quested authorizations for exports 
to Russia and her satellites.” 

A Commerce Department spokes- 
man was quoted earlier today as 
saying shipment to Russia of any 


American goods that could in- 
crease Soviet military or indus- 
trial power would be halted soon. 
The only gap in the fence now, 
he said, is one that permits exit 
of goods that already were on 
their way to port when new ex- 
port rules were put in effect 
March 1. When those shipments 
are cleared, he said, there won't 
be any more. 

The official, who would not be 
quoted by name, talked to a re- 
porter about stories in New York 
newspapers that Russia has been 
buying huge quantities of war- 
useful material here. 

He said new regulations to halt 
any such flow probably will be 
completed this week. 

He said machinery and other 
goods being loaded on the Rus- 
sian ship Chukokta at Jersey 
City, N. J., must be material that 
was in transit when the March 1 
rules went on. 

The same would be true of any 
other goods being loaded on Rus- 
sian ships elsewhere, he said. He 
added that no licenses had been 
granted for shipment of any 
goods whatsoever to Russia since 
the March 1 order. 

He said he had no information 
on reports of Russian ships cruis- 
ing off the United States coast 
to pick up goods where they can, 
or of two such vessels taking on 
cargo at gulf ports.

| WASHINGTON, March 23—For- 
mer Senator James Mead of New 
| York today declined to accept ap- 
| pointment as a member of the 
Federal Power Commission. 

| The refusal was unexpected, 
| and left the White House and 
| party leaders searching for a suit- 
| able replacement for Burton N. 
| Behling, whose commission ap- 
pointment was withdrawn by the 
President last week. 

Mead had been “sounded out” 
| prior to the Behling withdrawal, 
and had been indecisive. Never- 
theless the White House assumed 
he would accept the important 
post, and plans were made to 
| settle the matter today. After a 
| lengthy conference with Chairman 
Howard McGrath of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, who 
offered Mead the appointment on 
behalf of the President. Mead 
turned thumbs down on the posi- 
tion. While it is possible that 
he may change his mind in the 
next few days, especially if Pres- 
ident Truman seeks to “draft 
him” personally, White House ad- 
visers already are scanning lists 
ſof other possibilities. 

Rejection of the post by the 
former Senator will prove a sore 
blow to FPC Commissioners Le- 
land Olds and Claude L. Draper, 
who are engaged in a rate-con- 
trol battle with Chairman Nelson 
Lee Smith and Commissioner 
Harrington Wimberly. Olds and 
Draper had been cool to Behling’s 
appointment because the 


ie.

OLITICAL sophisticates, dis- 
trusting the verdict of de 
mocracy in a free and open 
primary election where the issues 
could be debated and fought out 
down to the day of balloting, have 
found a way to continue their 
domination of the party of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in Illinois. 

The result in this case of a long 
series of adroit maneuvers and 
behind-the-scenes manipulations ts 
‘that Illinois voters have been de- 
prived of a genuine, old-fashioned 
primary race and Gov. Dwight

four-year term.

A Story of Money, 

From various sources that know 
what they’re talking about, this 
correspondent has obtained an 
even more devastating picture of 
politics as played in the proud 
State of Illinois, It's a story of 
money, big money. Without a huge 
campaign fund, no candidate for 
an important state-wide office, no 
matter how strong he be down- 
state, can hope to make a satis- 
factory impression among the 
voters and vote-counters in Chi- 
cago, particularly in the so-called 
“deliverable wards.” 

A state administration, regard- 
less. of its record of accomplish- 
ment or lack of it, can rely on 
the support of thousands of pay- 
rollers, state employes who wish 
to perpetuate themselves on the 
payroll; it can rely also upon the 
gratitude of individuals and firms 
who have been doing business 
with the state on a profitable 
basis which they wish continued. 
This gratitude often takes the 
form of campaign contributions, 


The Campaign Chest, 


With a campaign chest of $500,- 
000 or more lined up, the machine 
is ready not only to contract for 
radio time and newspaper adver- 
tisements on a state-wide basis 
but also to provide for the ex- 
pensive tastes of the Chicago ward 
heelers. 


Any outsider who bucks the ma- 
chine in earnest is automatically 
cut off from the support of State 
employes and State contractors. 
He must spend his own private 
funds or look to other outsiders of 
means who might consider it a 
good risk to crack the machine.

Cross, candidate for Governor, his 
strategists had estimated at least 
$400,000 would be required for his 
campaign, not only for the radio 
stations, newspapers and other 
advertising facilities, but to hire 
thousands of poll watchers to dis- 
courage vote thievery in Chicago. 
As long as Cross stood a good 
chance of defeating Green, he had 
no trouble in lining up under 
writers. But, once the third candi- 
date, Wright, entered the cam- 
paign to split up the anti-Green 
vote, Cross’s campaign funds dried 
up. Some sponsors withdrew alto- 
gether, saying they saw no reason 
to pour, money down a rathole; 
others reduced their commitments 
to token payments of $500 or so. 


With two thirds of his promised 
$400,000. campaign fund evapo- 
rated, Cross faced the dismal pros- 
pect of bankrupting himself and 
family to carry on a losing race. 
(One report, which could not be 
confirmed, was that Cross had 


his campaign, but could collect 
only $25,000 after the third candi- 
date entered), 


Anyway, to stay in, Cross would 
have had to spend much more 
money than he felt he could af- 
ford without embarrassing him- 
self, his wife and children. And 
so he withdrew, and paid back 
every dollar that had been con- 
tributed to his cause. 


Cross Men Bitter. 


In the circumstances, the frus- 
trated people of the disbanded 
Cross-for-Governor camp are bit- 
ter toward both Green and 
Wright. They assert that Wright 
while posing as an independent 
anti-Green candidate, actually was 
assisting, unwittingly perhaps, 
the Green interests from the 
day he entered the race and 
spoiled what could have been a 
two-man test of strength. They 


recall that Wright, in hig opening

statement, devoted five pages to 
attacking Cross and one para- 
graph to criticizing Green, There- 
after, Wright kept up a steady at- 
tack on Cross while Green held 
back and reaped the benefit. 


Meanwhile, persons close to Gov. 
Green had tried to persuade Cross 
to withdraw from the gubernator- 
jal race and run for à lesser of- 
fice such as State Treasurer with 
an assurance that the machine 
would sponsor him for the Va- 
cancy when United State Senator 
Scott W. Lucas rounds out his 
current term and retires, as ex- 
pected. Despite these allurements, 
Cross refused to make any deal 
with the machine, and withdrew 
from the race for Governor only 
when convinced that the machine 
had worked him into a corner and 
had him over a barrel. 


So, as his term as Lieutenant 
Governor runs out, Hugh Cross 
is preparing to leave public office 
for the time being—“by force and 
by choice,” ag he has expressed 
it to his friends. After withdraw- 
ing from the race against Green; 
Cross went to Arizona for a 
month’s vacation.. Since his return 
he has refused to talk for publi- 
cation about the double-cross 
which hig friends say he recejved 
from his erstwhile friends, Green 
and Wright 


Perhaps a Silent Game. 

Hugh Cross seems to be play- 
ing a silent game in Illinois poli- 
tics at the moment but he has an 
ace in the hole. Cross happens to 
be a candidate for delegate to the 
Republican National convention at 
which Gov. Green may be offered 
as IIlinois's favorite son for Vice- 
President. Maybe Cross will break 
his silence then.

“We are going, I think,“ Premier De Gasperi 
of Italy said yesterday, “toward a United States 
of Europe. . .

Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
agreed in principle on a customs union nearly 
two years ago, but the agreement has yet to be 
implemented. Powerful corporations and indus- 
tries and equally powerful labor unions draw 
back from demolishing tariff boundaries and 
facing competition from other nations. 

Just now jealousy between French and Italian 
wine producers and brokers is causing opposi- 
tion to a French-Italian customs union. Two 
Dunkirk deputies rose in the French Chamber 
last week and said they would vote against Euro- 
pean union because it would “kill” trade in their 
home ‘town. 

The steel mills of Britain will hesitate to risk 
competition with those of the Ruhr, and Belgian 
steel will fear the competition of both. The

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Doctors Who Approve Kickbacks 


Though kickbacks are outlawed as unethical 

by the American Medical Association, and 
though they are estimated to take $35,000,000 a 
year out of the pockets of the American public 
in concealed medical fees, the Detroit Ophthal- 
mological Society is on record in favor of them. 
A former president of the Wayne County Medi- 
cal Society (Detroit), Dr. Ralph H. Pino, goes so 
far as to say that all the eye doctors in Michigan 
take kickbacks and have done so for 50 years. 
Dr. Pino is one of 33: Michigan doctors named by 
the Government as ‘co-defendants with Bauch & 
Lomb and the American Optical Co. in a price- 
fixing suit. 
_ The Detroit society bases its case for the kick- 
back on an exceedingly dubious claim for which 
it brings forth not a shred of evidence. It says 
kickbacks contribute “to a lowering of the over- 
all cost of examination and glasses to the pa- 
tient.” Its contention is that if the doctor did 
not take part of his fee in kickback, he would 
have to charge the patient a higher fee for ex- 
amination and the patient would still have to 
pay as much for his glasses as he does now. 

Actually, what happens is that the patient 
pays the doctor once in an open transaction, and 
then is compelled to pay him a duplicate fee 
concealed in the price of his glasses. How much 
the patient “saves” by this arrangement was il- 
lustrated by the experience of a Colorado 
Springs doctor, Dr. John Hartwell, who paid $75 
for glasses and a few months later received a 
check for $33 from his oculist, the kickback that 
had been given by the optical goods firm that 
sold the glasses. Dr. Hartwell called the kick- 
back “one of the foulest ... practices in the 
medical profession.“ 

Yet the Detroit Ophthalmological Society, in

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a letter addressed to the St. Louis Ophthalmic 


Society and kindred societies in other cities, de- 
fended the kickback system as one that pro- 
tected the patient against “errors and over- 
charges”! | . 5 

„We have been told,“ the Detroit society 
wrote, “that our actions are unethical but 
neither our local, county or state organizations 
can agree with this verdict. There are 700 ac- 
cused. Shall a few speak for these? The oph- 
thalmologists of this area for the above outlined 
reasons speak for themselves.” 

The facts also speak for themselves. What 
they say is that a housecleaning is all too ob- 
viously in order in the medical profession. The 
St. Louis Ophthalmic Sociéty adopted a program 
three weeks ago for cleaning up the kickback 
racket here. What has it accomplished so far 
toward putting its program into action? 
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Elation?

In the face of Red coups, Prime Minister Attlee's precautions 
against Communists in Government are held justified; any in- 
fringement of liberty is disturbing, says editorial, and certainly sup- 
pression and witch-hunting are intolerable, but this is self-defense. 


F oes The Economist, London 


In four weeks since the fall of Prague, 
the outloak of the Western world toward 
the East has been transformed. After a 
wave of alarm, the reaction in Western Eu- 
rope has been prompt and determined. Such 
a cynical and indecent ruse de guerre in- 
invited, and is most 
properly. receiving, 
retaliation with the 
gloves off.

frontery. 


Right to Reliability 


But it is, nevertheless, a disturbing thing 
when liberties have to be qualified in or- 
der to preserve the larger freedoms. A 
healthy democracy does well to think long 
before it resorts even to the gentlest of the 
means employed by its enemies to deny 
freedom of opinion to any of its citizens 
or to limit their choice of occupation. But 
a careful reading of Mr. Attlee’s statement 
shows that the Government in its precau- 
tionary measures has stopped well short of 
the point at which liberty and conscience 
are imperilled or economic sanctions raised 
against particular political creeds. ? 


The state has the undoubted tight to ex- 
clude from the performance of secret du- 
ties anyone whose reliability is in doubt. 
Experience has shown that “membership 
of, and other forms of continuing associa- 
tion with, the Communist party may in- 
volve the acceptance by the individual of 
a loyalty which in certain circumstances 
can be inimical to the state.” 


Action is being taken, then, solely on 
security grounds, and not because of the 
political views of particular employes in 
the Government service. To all except the 
purblind, and professional “viewers with 
alarm,” the Prime Minister’s simple logic 
must be convincing. Attempts will be made 
to institute some form of judicial process 
or tribunal to hear cases and weigh eévi- 
dence, 


Communism in the Open 


While this shows a proper regard for 
the prevention of any arbitrary excesses 
on the part of the executive, it misses 
the point of the procedure which the 
Prime Minister outlined. There is no case 
for judgment; no offense is alleged. It 
is merely that the state must satisfy it- 
self, on.good prima facie grounds in each 
‘case, that one of its servants, by member- 
ship of, or allegiance to, the Communist 
party, might be capable of accepting an 
outside loyalty which in certain circum- 
stances could be inimical to the state. 


If remedies against the tyranny of a 
minority exist, either in the common law 
or on the statute book, they should obvious- 
ly be invoked, But a brief survey of both 
branches of the law shows that neither of- 
fers any effective safeguard against the un- 
dercover work of Communism, in its lat- 
ter-day form,

steps like the banning of the pa The 


This insolent 


Communist party is no longer a conspira- 
torial party; it has open and avowed aims, 
and if it could convince a majority of the 
electorate, genuinely but mistakenly, ‘that 
the changes in the social and political 
structure which it adyocates were desirable, 
its activities would not deserve the label of 
sedition, no matter how wrong-headed they 
might be. But if the object is to overthrow 
r rule of the majority, or to fur - 
ther interests of another state, then the 
state against whom they are working is en- 
titled beyond question to put them out of 
harm’s way. \ 


Faith in Democracy 


There are two principal reasons for ar- 
guing that this stage has not been reached, 
and that no further extension of executive 
action against the danger from within is 
at present justified. The first is the abid- 
ing faith in the democratic principle which 
has always inspired the activities of the 
major political parties. But it is still true 
that faith in the democratic principle is 
frequently unaccompanied by a determina- 
tion to make democratic forms work. The 
successes of the Communists in the Trade 
Unions have so often been due to indiffer- 
ence to union elections and failure to at- 
tend and support union activities. They 
would not survive a little. clear thinking 
and a little counter-campaigning on the 
merits and achievements of social democ- 
racy, 

The second reason is more technical. Ex- 
perience in.Hungary and Czechoslovakia 
has shown that states within the Russian 
sphere could still-survive as parliamentary 
democracies so long as Communists were 
kept out of the Ministries of the Interior, 
or Justice or Defense. This moral has not 
been lost on Italy and France, where it 
might still be relevant. But in Britain, it · 
is not relevant at all. 


Counter-Propaganda Needed 


The merciful conclusion, then, must be 
that it cannot happen here. But there is 
not the slightest justification for-its smug 
acceptance—as if Britain is destined, by 
some immutable law of Providence, to re- 
main a social democracy for all time. There 
is an urgent need for an effective counter- 


,attack on Communist activities and propa- 


ganda in all walks of life—in public affairs, 
in the professions, in science particularly, 
in the arts and above all in the factories. 


This act of legitimate self-defense by the 
state is an example to all to strengthen 
their own defenses against erosive forces. 
There is no justification for any witch- 
hunting. Action against professing Com- 
munists in the Government service has long 
seemed desirable, but it must not be al- 
lowed to develop into the kind of excesses 
which have lately been witnessed in Wash- 
ington. There may be something laugh- 
able in the spectacle of Hollywood reduced 
to a jelly of fear of “radicalism”; but there 
is something tragic in it too. 

In the last resort, democracies must work 
out their own means of self-protection, by 
their own democratic method. That is the 
oe final assurance that it cannot happen 

ore.

$20,000 From Banks Increase 
Total Contributions Here 
to $618,663. 


The total of contributions to the 
1948 Red Cross Fund Campaign 
went to $618,663 today with an- 
nouncement of a gift of $20,000 
from the member banks of the St.

Tornado Relief. 

“This part of the. organization’s 
disaster preparedness, relief and 
rehabilitation program is, in most 
cases, its most costly,” Murphy 
said. “Certainly it is the most 
time-consuming, for it continues 
as long as the need remains, 
whether it be for months or years. 

“A preliminary budget alloca- 
tion of $250,000 has been made for 
the immediate relief of the tor- 
nado victims. In addition, other 
grants will be made if it becomes 
apparent that additional funds are 
needed. Already workers are regis- 
tering tornado victims in prepara- 
tion to determining their needs 
and resources. 

“Adequate disaster operations 
can be undertaken by the Red 
Cross only if sufficient funds are 
in its possession. For this reason, 
the success of future disaster op- 
erations may depend directly on 
the success of the 1948 Red Cross 
fund campaign.”

Plainly the artist is more inter- 
ested in such evocative imagery 
as the figure’s mantilla, the bright 
bouquet and the light beyond the 
mountain ridge than she is in such 
mundane objects as furniture, Per- 
spective and detail in table and 
chair, in fact, are treated sketchily 
in the naive manner of primi- 
tivism. 

A more humdrum aspect of ex- 
istence is reflected in “Gray Day, 
Santa Fe,” a pleasingly predictable 
repetition of color and contour in 
trees,, mountains and clouds, Open 
brushwork creates considerable 
tonal vibration. . 

The palette here is fairly quiet, 
and absent is a device used in 
several other works shown — of 
bright jewel tones on a few fore- 
ground objects, with colors sub- 
siding as the eye moves out from 
the center, Attention is thug di- 
rected and controlled in “Valley 
of the Rio Grande,” “Chymayo 
Valley,” “Plaza Santa Fe, No. 1” 
and “Exotic Evening.”

CAROL BRICE GIVES 


FST LOCAL RETAL 


Contralto Offers Program of 
Italian, German, French Songs 
and Negro Spirituals. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Carol Brice, the young Negro 
contralto who rose suddenly to 
prominence a few summers ago 
through the enthusiastic sponsor- 
ship of Serge Koussevitsky, made 
her first appearance in It. Louis 
last night at a recital in Kiel Au- 
ditorium. A small audience—too 
small for the importance of the 
occasion and the outstanding en- 
dowments of this artist — heard 
the recital and did its best to off- 
set the chilling effects of so many 
empty seats, 

Miss Brice offered a didstrimi- 
nating and artistically balanced 
program composed of classic Ital- 
jan songs, German lieder, Negro 
spirituals, two French songs; an 
American song and an operatic 
aria. Throughout the recital it 
was made apparent that the voice 
itself is quite as extraordinary as 
that of her brilliant forerunner, 
Marian Anderson, and with some 
what the same character. The 
lower register has an almost un- 
believable opulence, the high voice 
is bright, there is plenty of power 
throughout the range, the tone is 
well. produced and accurately fo- 
cused, and the breath control is 
good. Moreover she gave frequent 
evidence of the fact that she felt 
the music and had formed some 
conception of its meaning. 

There was, however, an impor 
tant element missing, the element 
of style. In general her interpre- 
tations did not cover a wide range 
of intensity. In no more than two 
or three of her son did she 
shape her phrases, ocate her 
stresses or manage her timing so 
as to communicate an unchalleng- 
able feeling of conviction. Even 
when.the piece was de- 
signed the excitement that should 
have been generated was some- 
how deflated. In Schubert’s “Erl- 
konig” for instance the three 
actors of that little drama were 
plainly differentiated but there 
was no tension. 

The most satisfying numbers of 
the recital were Renaldo Hahn's 
“Si Mes Vers Avaient Des Ailes” 
and John Alden Carpenter's “The 
Day Is No More.” She sang two 
songs by Robert Franz and Schu- 
bert’s Seligkeit“ with good taste 
but without much emotional 
depth. 

Technical difficulties encoun- 
tered were in songs that moved 
rapidly. She did not always com- 
mand the necessary agility. Dy- 
namically she ranged mostly from 
mezzo forte to fortissimo with 
very little at the other end of the 
scale. :

old phrase, “forgotten man” from his

New, huge, far-reach- 
ing bills were run through the congressional mill 
to accomplish these aims, The Social Security 
Act of 1985 set up old age and unemployment 
insurance systems for 26,000,000 employed Amer- 
jeans, The Wagner-Connery Labor Relations 
Act re-enacted Section 7-A with sharp teeth to 
bite backward employers. The Strikebreaker 
Act made interstate transportation of strike- 
breakera a crime, The Works Progress Admin- 
istration (WPA) offered semi-permanent “made 
work” relief to the 9,000,000 able-bodied Amer- 
icans who were still unemployed. The National 
Youth Administration (NYA) assisted in the 
education and g of 600,000 younger vic- 
tims of the depression. The Resettlement Ad- 
ministration (RA) aided sharecroppers and sub- 
marginal farmers. The Rural Electrification 
9 (REA) financed consumer 

companies. The Public Utility Act 
inflicted a “death sentence” on private utility 
holding companies which did not operate inte- 


.grated systems, In June the President sent Con- 
gress his “soak the rich” message, and in August 


Congress obediently raised taxes on large per- 
sonal and corporate incomes, 

Reform, rather than recovery, was the keynote 
of the Second New Deal, Labor and the unem- 


attacked, but it was popular with large blocs 
of voters, and it carried F.D.R. in triumph 
through the 1936 campaign. In his speech ac- 
cepting renomination in Philadelphia that year, 
the President used words that raised the hackles 
of Republican and Democratic conservatives 
alike, “The royalists of the economic order,” he 
proclaimed, “have conceded that political free- 
dom was the business of the Government, but 
they have maintained that economic slavery was 
nobody’s business. . These economic royalists 
complain that we seek to overthrow the institu- 


tions of America, What they really complain of 


is that we seek to take away their power.” 


With his overwhelming election victory behind 


him, Roosevelt turned his attention to the only 
branch of the Government which was still in 
old guard hands—the Supreme Court. None too 
gently he urged the “nine old men” to wake up 
and follow the election returns. On Feb. 5, 
1937, he sent to Congress a bill to add as many 
as six new Justices to the Supreme Court, and 
44 new judges to the other federal courts, in all 
cases where judges had refused to retire at 70. 
“COURT-PACKING,” shrieked the headlines; 
“needless, futile and utterly dangerous,” fumed 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. In the midst 
of the furor one of the “old men” resigned and 
the President appointed a New Deal Senator 
from Alabama, Hugo Black, to succeed him. The 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette published evidence that 
Black had once been a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan, and this heaped more ashes on F.D.R.’s 
head. Black took his seat on the bench, but the 
Roosevelt plan to enlarge the Court was beaten by 
the narrow margin of one committee vote, The

Question: “I am on a reducing 
diet and don’t lose any weight. 
Are drugs like benzedrine safe 
to use?” 

Answer: Drugs of the benze- 
drine type should never be used 
except under the close supervi- 
sion of your physician, Most cases 
of overweight can be treated with- 
out much difficulty by simple 
control of the diet. Since over- 
weight or obesity is due to the 
simple fact that the person takes 
in more food than he needs, then 
it is logical that he will reduce 
weight if he cuts out some of 
the unnecessary food which he 
eats. 

Most people do not stick to 
their diets when trying to reduce 
weight — eating too much is a 
habit which is hard to break. It 
usually takes about three weeks 
for the average person to start 
to lose weight even when they 
adhere to the diet religiously. Are 
you sure you do not “cheat” oc- 
casionally? 

Follow your physician’s advice 
with regard to benzedrine, for it 
is a dangerous drug when not 
used properly.
